The  Minutes  of  the  last  Meeting,  having  been  read  and  confirmed, 
were  signed  by  the  Chairman. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENT 

Mr.  A.  W.  Youngman  presented  the  Financial  Statement  of  Income 
and  Expenditure  for  the  half-year  ended  31st  March,  1933. 

Moved  by  Mr.  A.  W.  Youngman,  seconded  by  Mr.  C.  W.  Dance,  and 
resolved  that  the  Financial  Statement  be  approved  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGEMENT  COMMITTEE 

Mr.  A.  E.  Tuttle  presented  the  Report  of  the  Management  Committee 
as  follows  : — 

The  financial  position  of  the  Hospital  at  31st  March  was  more  satis¬ 
factory  than  a  year  ago — the  gross  ordinary  income  for  the  half-year  being 
£5,090  18s.  8d.  as  compared  with  £4,932  Is.  3d.  last  year. 

Annual  Subscriptions  show  an  increase  of  £7,  but  receipts  from  Private 
Ward  Patients  show  a  decrease  of  £40. 
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The  Contributory  Scheme  maintains  continued  progress.  The  total 
sum  received  being  £j2,395  17s.  2d.  as  compared  with  /2,349  19s.  6d.  last 
year.  The  receipts  from  Entertainments  also  show  a  welcome  increase  of 
£33jkThe  sum  of  £94  Is.  Od.  has  been  received  in  respect  of  ordinary  and 
con^ftcated  Maternity  Cases,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  new 
facilities  for  ordinary  Maternity  Cases  are  already  being  appreciated. 

£85  was  received  from  the  Stock  Exchange  Dramatic  and  Operatic 
Society.  This  represented  the  Hospital’s  share  of  participation  in  the  sale 
of  the  Society’s  “  Help  Yourself  ”  Annuals  and  while  this  is  £55  less  than 
last  year,  the  decline  in  receipts  is  due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
Charitable  Organizations  who  are  now'  undertaking  sales  and  the  greater 
difficulty  which  is  experienced  in  disposing  of  the  Books.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  indefatigable  efforts  of  Dr.  Walker  and  Mr.  Hallett  may  be  again  re¬ 
warded  with  successful  results  this  year. 

A  Legacy  of  ,£1,250  has  been  received  from  the  Exors.  of  the  late 
Miss  C.  E.  Breach  for  the  endowment  of  a  Bed  in  a  Male  Ward  of  the  Hospital, 
in  memory  of  her  parents. 

Intimation  has  been  received  that  the  late  Mr.  Lewis  Beckett  Cooper 
left  a  Legacy  of  £,"500  to  the  Hospital,  free  of  duty,  subject  to  a  life  interest. 

This  interest  in  the  Hospital  and  its  wrork  is  highly  appreciated. 

The  Rangers,  Guides  and  Brownies  of  Lowestoft  and  District  have 
agreed  to  subscribe  the  sum  of  £2\  annually  towards  the  maintenance  of  a 
Cot  in  the  Hospital,  and  it  is  hoped  this  admirable  example  may  be  followed 
by  other  Organizations.  A  Plate  has  been  fixed  over  the  Cot  so  supported. 

The  ordinary  expenditure  for  the  six  months  amounted  to  ^4,528  13s.  Id; 
against  £4,195  18s.  Id.  a  year  ago. 

The  Patients’  Days  Maintenance  for  the  six  months  ended  31st  March 
were  9,432  compared  with  9,129  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year. 
The  Staff  Days  maintenance  were  8,072  against  8,040  in  the  previous  year. 

The  floor  of  the  top  corridor  has  been  relaid  in  Rock  Maple,  and  it 
is  felt  that  this  will  lessen  noise,  and  so  benefit  the  patients  in  the  Private 
WTards. 

The  programme  of  Cleaning  and  Painting  for  this  year  will  be  carried 
out  for  the  sum  of  j£138  4s.  Od. 

In  the  interests  of  the  Institution  a  Tenders  Committee  has  been 
formed,  has  already  begun  to  function,  and  receives  and  examines  all  tenders. 

Alexandra  Rose  Day  will  be  celebrated  on  Wednesday,  21st  June, 
and  Lady  Jackson  has  very  kindly  promised  to  organize  the  effort  again 
this  year.

The  Management  Committee  has  pleasure  in  sub¬ 
mitting  its  Report  for  the  year  ended  30th  September, 

r933- 


The  number  of  In-Patients  admitted  during  the 
year  was  1121,  as  compared  with  1058  in  the  previous 
year.  Included  in  these  figures  are  47  patients  admitted 
to  the  Private  Wards  compared  with  49  last  year,  and 
the  average  period  of  residence  in  the  Private  Wards 
was  14  days. 


The  Out-Patient  attendances,  including  Dental, 
Ophthalmic,  and  X-Ray,  number  6,617,  in  addition  to 
1,254  Minor  Casualties  and  7,290  Dressings,  a  total  of 
15,161  attendances,  as  compared  with  17,536  in  the 
previous  year. 

There  were  also  241  Operations  performed  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department,  as  compared  with  468  last  year. 


I'lie  Almonry  Sub-Committee  considered  44  Cases 
during  the  past  year.

The  Out-Patient  figures  for  this  year  are  on  the  whole  more  satis¬ 
factory — with  only  9  less  new  patients  in  a  total  of  2,813.  The  total  of 
Out-patient  attendances  has  fallen  by  2,375  in  a  total  of  15,161 — about 
15%.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  is  brought  about  by  a  decrease  of  2,195  in 
a  total  of  7,290  in  “  Dressings 

A  large  drop  will  be  noted  in  the  Tonsil  and  Adenoid  Operation 
figures — -only  49  are  recorded,  as  against  last  year’s  total  of  206.  The 
actual  number  of  Tonsil  and  Adenoid  operations  performed  was  150 — 
those  coming  under  the  care  of  the  Ear,  Nose,  and  Throat  department 
were  treated  in  the  main  Hospital,  instead  of  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart¬ 
ment  as  previously.  This  arrangement  has  been  found  to  work  admirably 
with  benefit  to  all  concerned. 

Since  the  last  report  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  has  been  established 
in  charge  of  Dr.  M.  C.  Johns  and  13  cases  have  been  seen  during  the 
year. 

This  report  was  read  and  adopted  at  a  Staff  Meeting  held  on  November 
20th ,  and  signed  by  those  present.

The  numbers  of  In-Patients  show  an  increase  and  Patients 
the  Out-Patients  show  a  slight  decrease. 

The  Nurses  who  have  been  trained  in  this  Hospital  Nursing 
continue  to  get  excellent  posts  when  they  leave  us  and  Service 
this  shows  that  other  Hospitals  realize  the  value  of  the 
training  given  here. 

This  Summer  our  Nurses  have  been  giving  more 
attention  to  Swimming,  and  our  Chairman  has  stimulated 
their  interest  by  giving  a  Shield  which  is  to  swum  for 
each  year. 

All  Hospitals  are  trying  to  encourage  their  Nurses  in 
Athletic  exercises  and  although  we  have  not  a  Swimming 
Bath  for  the  Nurses  as  they  have  at  the  Middlesex,  we 
have  a  very  good  Sea. 


The  Buildings  have  been  well  maintained  but  un-  Fabric 
fortunately  there  has  been  a  bad  crack  in  the  Youngman 
Ward  probably  due  to  the  very  dry  Summer. 

Apart  from  this  we  have  been  fortunate  in  not  having 
any  heavy  expenses  for  Repairs. 

Costs  are  again  lower  this  year,  in  fact,  lower  than  Dispensary 
they  have  been  for  many  years.  As  a  comparison — 

Twenty-one  years  ago  the  drugs  and  dressings  cost  £450 
and  the  Income  of  the  Hospital  was  -£2747  with  435 
In-Patients.

Income  was  £8958  and  the  In  -Patients  numbered  1121.
